United States Geological Survey, is in 
his section to survey a tract of land 
ompiising 1,000 square miles and rep- 
eaenting fifteen minutes of latitude 
and longitude. 
This is a preliminary 


o getting out a combined geological 
and geographical map of the section for 
which an appropriation has been made 
>y congress. 


The district to be surveyed will ex- 


end from a point about two and one- 
half miles below Portsmouth to a point 
about two miles.below Huntington, W. 
Va., and ten miles south of the river 
n Kentucky and West Virginia, and 
iwenty-five miles north of the river in 
Ohio. The district will embrace nearly 
all ofjLawrence county and a portion of 
Scioto and Jaokson counties in Ohio, 
wrtions of Wayne and Cabell counties, 
West Virginia, and portions of Green- 
up and Boyd counties in Kentucky. 


Some time before September loth a 


corps of six United States engineers, in 
charge of Mr. Heroy Monroe, will ar- 
rive here to prosecute the topographical 
work. 


The maps to be made from the data 


;hus furnished will locate every hill, 
mountain or rise of ground in the dis- 
trict and give both its elevation and 
contour. 
Every stream in the country 


will be marked, showing every bend or 
curve and the location of every house 
or edifice of any kind will bo shown. 
The work is preliminary to a geolog- 
ical survey of the section, and a United 
States geologist will be sent on from 
Washington as soon as the work of the 
topographical party is completed. 


The maps thus to be obtained are of 


inestimable value to the residents of 
the district surveyed, and when , com- 
pleted may be purchased from the gov- 
ernment at 5 cents a copy.

Corrupt Tote In Ohio Last Fall — A 
Heated Personal Colloquy. 
Washington, July 24.—The final vote 


In the tar iff conference report will be 
:taken-in the senate at 3 p. m,, an 
unanimous agrement to that effect was 
reached in the senate after an exciting 
and dramatic debate. 


The proposition for the final ,vote 


came most unexpectedly from 
Demo- 


cratic sources, the .senior senator from 
Alabama, Mr. Morgan, presenting it. 


It 
was' greeted 
with shouts of 


"good," "good," from senators on the 
Republican side, who for the first time 
eaw the path clear for the final enact- 
ment of the tariff bill. 


Mr. 
Morgan's 
proposition 
was 


coupled with one that the senate meet 
at 10 a. m. in order that speeches may 
be beard before the vote is taken. This 
-was aceptecd as a whole, 
and 
the 


agreement .was formally 
announced. 


Mr. Morgan expressed profound reluc- 
tance in submitting the proposition, 
but said he recognized the right of the 
majority to register their will. 


The agreement was preceded by the 


most heated personal colloquy that has 
occurred during the consideration of 
the tariff. bill. Senators Foraker of 
Ohio and Allen of Nebraska joined is- 
sue: over Mr. Allen's charges of fraud 
Sn the Ohio elections of last year. 
It 


led to such 
epithets as "balderdash" 


and to pointed references to the meth- 
ods of court "pettifogers." 


Mr. Allen spoke of the large 
cam- 


paign funds raised last fall, and the in- 
fluence it had in corrupting the vote o£ 
Ohio, Illinois and other states. 


Mr. Foraker (O.), who sat across the 


aisle, arose 
and said, "The vote of 


Ohio was an honest one, and I never 
until this moment heard it insinuated 
, that it was not an honest vote." 


"Then the senator hears it now," re- 


Spon'ded Mr. Allen. 


"On what ground does the 
senator 


/make such an assertion?" asked Mr. 
Foraker. 


"On the ground," Mr. Allen replied, 


"that if the vote of Ohio in 1896 was a 
lair and honest one, there ie one voter 
for every two and a half or three pop- 


> ulation, and in the city of Cleveland 


almost the whole population were vot- 
ers. 
The honest people of the United 


States believe it was a fraud and I be- 


slleve it was produced 
by money and 


'corrupting influences." 


Mr. Allen said the same was true of 


Illinois, where the vote of Chicago was 
swollen over 200,000 votes. 


Mr. Allen then resumed 'his speech. 


' when Mr. Foraker came forward with 


the census figures for the purpose of 
disproving Mr. Allen's charge 
as to 


the swollen vote in Ohio. He said Mr. 
Allen must have spoken In ignorance 
of the facts. 


Reading 
from the statistics, Mr. 


Foraker said that the vote of Ohio In 
1896 was 1,002,726, while the popula- 
tion was about 4,000,000, or about one 
vote for every four persons.. In Cleve- 
land the statistics showed about one 
vote for every four persons. That ra- 
tio was about the 
average on a full 


vote. 


"Did not Mr. Bryan have a larger 


votte in '96 thian Mr. Harrison-toad in 
•02?" asked Mr. Allen. 


"Yes," answered 
Mr. Foraker, "be- 


cause neither of tlhe candidates In '92 
was calculated to bring out the

tality in the district hitherto and pro- 
ceedings were begun. An alleged mid- 
wife named Marie Jager supplied «lie
